in conſequence of the many fieges it hath ſuſtained. 1 
is thought the walls of the modern Rome take in nearly 
the ſame extent of ground as the antient ; but the di. 
ference between the number of buildings on this ſpo 
is very great, one half of modern Rome lying waſte, 0 
occupied with gardens, fields, meadows, and vineyards, 
One may walk quite round the city in three or four hours 
at moſt, the circumference being reckoned about thirtee 
Italian miles. With regard to the number of the inhabi. 
tants, modern Rome is alſo greatly inferior to the anti: 
ent; for, in 1709, the whole of theſe amounted only td 
one hundred thirty-eight thouſand five hundred and fix 
ty-cight ; among which were forty biſhops, two thouſand 
fix hundred and eighty-fix prieſts, three thouſand fiv 
hundred and fifty-nine monks, one thouſand eight hun- 
dred and fourteen 'nuns, three hundred ninety-three 
courteſans, about eight or nine thouſand Jews, and four- 
teen moors. In 1714, the number was enereaſed to ont 
hundred and forty-three thouſand. Jn external ſplendor; 
and the beauty of its temples and palaces, modern Rome 
is thought by the moſt judicious travellers to excel the 
antient. There was nothing in antient Rome to be com: 
pared with St. Peter's church in the modern. That Rome 
was able to recover itſelf aftar ſo many calamities and de- 
vaſtations, will not be matter of ſurprize, if we conſider] 
the prodigions ſums that it has ſo long annually drawnf 
from all countries of the popiſh perſuaſion. Theſe ſums; 
though till conſiderable, have been centinually decreafingy 
ſince the reformation. The ſurface of the ground on 
which Rome was originally founded, is ſurpriſingly al- 
tered. At preſent it is difficult to diſtinguiſh the ſe ven
